Claims 



A self -inking hand stamp (1) with upper impact 
inking\ comprising a stamp housing (2) in which a stamp 
aggregate^ (3) is arranged which is capable of moving from an 
inking posYtion on an ink pad (4) into a stamping position, 
with an actuating frame (8) as well as a reversing 
mechanisms berng associated with the stamp aggregate for 
said purpose, whereby the actuating frame (8) , the latter 
comprising a top side, two broad sides opposing each other, 
and two narrow sides\opposing each other, is mounted in the 
form of a cap on the tVp part of the stamp housing (2) and 
comprises two legs (9, l\) for actuating the stamp aggregate

against spring force, and i

broad sides (19, 20) of said actuating frame; \nd that the 
transparent cover (24) is correspondingly curvedXfrom the 
top side to at least one of the broad sides and forced as 
one single piece.

5. The self -inking hand stamp according to claim l, 
characterized in that the receiving recess (17) extends with 
a generally U-shaped cross section to both broad sides (19, 
20) of \he actuating frame (8) ; and that the cross section 
of the transparent cover (24) is substantially U-shaped. 
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3. The seM-inking hand stamp according to claim 1 or 2, 
characterized iri that the transparent cover (24) comprises 
on its inner surfkce on the edge side locking projections 
(25; 25a, 25b) for ^napping into locking recesses (26; 26a, 
26b) locate on the edge of the receiving recess (17) . 

4. The self -inking hand stamp according to claim 3, 
characterized in that a strrp-like, center locking 
projection (25) shaped by moling on each of the edges of 
the transparent cover (24) , witf\ a ^rsesponding, oblong 
locking window (26) being associated with said locking 



projection on the respective edgp o\ phe receiving recess 
(17) . 



5. The self -inking hand stamp /according to claim 3 or 4 , 
characterized in that the locking projectioh^s (25; 25a, 25b) 
form at the same time a means for holding the Nmf ormation 
sheet (18) on the inner side of the transparent Wer (24)

claims 1 to 5, characterized in that the receiving reqess
